The building. that houses the Atlanta Divi- 
sion, University of Georgia, well could be called 
the House That George Built. George in this 


case being Dr. George Sparks, the school's director. 
‘Dr. Sparks once was a newspaperman, and while he was city 
editor of the Macon Telegraph began teaching in his spare time at 


Mercer and Wesleyan. 


While teachers are wont to complain about 


their,miserable paychecks, it apparently is no worse than newspa- 
Dr. Sparks eventually forsook the Telegraph for teaching, 
“and appeared full time on the night faculty of Georgia Tech's old 


School of Commerce. 
When Tech gave up its com- 


/ merce school the night classes con- 


tinued independently and eventu- 
ally developed into the Atlanta 
Division, University of Georgia. 
From small beginnings the division 
now has approximately 4,000 full 
and part-time students. 

Headquarters are in a former 
garage building on Ivy Street 
whose purchase was engineered 
quite cheaply by Dr. Sparks in 
1944. It is seven stories high, 
roomy and solid, but hardly the 
usual Gothic or Georgian college 
building. It was little more than a 
hollow shell when the _ school 
moved in, and then Dr. Sparks 
showed his superb ability as a 
scrounger and a man of ingenuity.

A fellow close to a fellow close to Everett Case once 
told me that the renowned N.C. State basketball teacher 
never allows himself to make a substitution during a 
game. That authority he delegates to a trusted assistant 
because Case considers himself too unstable in the heat 
of battle to handle personnel.
